It was never fully explained what became 
of the good's, as Capt. K.'s melancholy end 
caused tho search to be abandoned. Wo 
have since learned, however, that the 
schoonorYanaed the goods at'Sah Jfian har- 
bor and placed them under the care of the 
ohiefof the ChorrChina Indians— considered 
a very hondrable and trustworthy man— 
with instriictions to retaifi]|hpjn;ii!l called 
for by the captain of the aohooncr. The 
vessel returned to this place, ■ and tho cap- 
tain, on making his appearance in town, was 
nabbed by the police and sent to jail on a 
charge of stealing. Wliile in jail he made 
Iho acquaintance of ono of the convicts 
who.so term had nearly e.vpired, and told 
him where he had left the goods. As soon 
as the convict was liberated he procured a 
canoe, and, in company with three oom- 
panioj«;;,n^8nt-,»o ,Chpr-China, and through 
threats and misrepresentatioas, induced the 
chief to give tho goods up.- They were 
brought here and are, no doubt, secreted 
somewhere in town. In the meantime, the 
captain of the schooner was let out on bail 
and started for San Juan harbor to get tho 
goods; but found, on his arrival, that his 
quondam jail-associato had been tliero in 
advance and carried away the goods he had 
run great risks to obtain and taken such 
pains to coceal from the officers of Ihe law. 
A man who belonged to :i [iro.'ipecting party, 
saw tho goods put into the canoe, and nays 
there must, have .been two tons of blankets, 
clothing, boots 'and shoes, etc., carried off.
